At an April 2nd ceremony in¬ 
side Romulus City Council Cham¬ 
bers, the fii'st eight full-time city 
firefighters were hired. Until now, 
the Romulus Fire Department 
has been solely run by volunteer 
firemen who were paid on a per 
fire run basis. The drawback to a 
volunteer run fire department is 
that it is hard to find enough fire¬ 
fighters when they are needed. 

“It was hard for the personnel 
to come out during the day be¬ 
cause of their regular paid jobs,” 
said Fire Chief Allison. “We need 
a minimum of 2 - 4 people for a 
rescue, and a minimum of 4 peo¬ 
ple for a fire. We would have to 
take people from 2 stations to cov¬ 
er a fire because we didn’t have 
enough at one statioa” 

Talking about the benefits of 
having eight full time firefighters 
Allison added, “It won’t cover all 
the problems but it is a start. 
There is going to be coverage dur¬ 
ing the day which is our weakness 
right now. Response time will be 
cut in half It’s a step to the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Deputy Fire Chief Bob Pec¬ 
senye attributed the need for full¬ 
time firefighters to an increase in 
the number of people moving to 
Romulus. “The city is growing 
up,” he said. 

“As the city grows we’ll have to 
add more oa” 

The new full-time firemen left 
various jobs; including being a ce¬ 
ment truck driver, a paramedic, a 
welder, and an airline employee. 


Some took pay reductions to be¬ 
come a full-time firefighter be¬ 
cause it was something they really 
wanted to do. All are Romulus 
residents. 

Scott Ladach, a 10 year volun¬ 
teer with the department, decided 
to walk in his father’s foot steps. 
“I always looked up to him, and 
the job that he did,” he said about 
his father, Jerry Ladach. 

Jerry Ladach celebrated his 
30th year with the Romulus Fire 
Department on April 2nd, the 
same day that his son Scott was 
hired in as one of the first 8 full 
time fire fighters. Scott’s paternal 
grandfather was an auxiliary fire¬ 
fighter for Detroit, making him a 
3rd generation firefighter. Aaron 
Ladach, Scott’s 9 year old son, 
knows everything about the 
equipment on a fire truck, and 
wants to be a firefighter when he 
grows up too. 

Sylvia Ladach, Scott’s mother, 
said, “I’m very proud of my son, 
and proud of my husband. Today 
is really a special day.” 

Another firefighter, Michael 
Wojtykiko was encouraged to be¬ 
come a firefighter by his brother, 
and has been a volunteer firefight¬ 
er for 9 years. He said about 
working for the fire department, 
“There is a new challenge every¬ 
day. I enjoy doing it I love serv¬ 
ing the city.” 

Douglas Rowe, a paramedic for 
10 years, has been a Romulus vol¬ 
unteer firefighter for 3 years. “I 
always respected the field. When 
the opportunity came to volunteer 
for the city, I thought I would give 
back to the community” Happy 


about being hired full time Rowe 
included, “I’ll be able to devote 
more ofmy time to the city I’m go¬ 
ing to try my best. Hopefully I 
won’t let anybody down.” 

Tvvo years volunteer, Jim Har- 
rrison, commented, “I just always 
wanted to do it (firefighting) since 
I was a kid. I worked full time at 
Northwest airlines, and put my¬ 
self through school. I want to 
make a career out of being a fire- 
maa I’ve always liked the actioa” 
Harrison got an associates degree 
in Fire Science at School Craft 
College. 

There are still 23 volunteer 
firefighters witli the Romulus Fire 
Department, but Chief Allison 
says they need more, but it is hard 
to find people able to put the time 
in to achieve the required 240 
hours of training necessary to be¬ 
come a firefighter 

Several city officials were pre¬ 
sent to welcome this new step in 
Romulus’ progress, including 
Mayor Bill Oakley, who summed 
the occasion up by saying, “This is 
the beginning of our fire depart¬ 
ment Fi'om this we can build a 
foundation.”

Romulus prepares for real thing

On March 21st Romulus Fire 
Fighters received hands on train¬ 
ing to combat a hazardous materi¬ 
als disaster if one should occur on 
Romulus Roads. The training in¬ 
cluded a simulated disaster with 
an actual tanker tipped over on 
top of a car. Both new and veteran 
Fire Fighters were present at the 
hazardous materials class. 

Providing the truck and equip¬ 
ment were J & M Towing, one of 
only two companies in the state of 
Michigan trained in uprighting 
Hazmat (short for hazanlous ma¬ 
terials) tankers, using airbags. J & 
M Towing works in conjunction 
with the Fire Departments and 
emergency management teams 
when there is an accident involv¬ 
ing hazardous materials. 

Firefighters learned recogni¬ 
tion of hazardous materials, pro¬ 
cedures to confine a spill from go¬ 
ing into waterways or sewers, how 
to rescue someone involved in an 
accident involving hazardous ma¬ 
terials, how to remove a contami¬ 
nant from an injured individual 
so they can be transported to the 
hospital, and how to decontami¬ 
nate personnel. 

“The training helps all fire 
fighters to control the spill, and 
evacuate the area until the Haz¬ 
mat team can assemble. We can 
protect our city until an advance 
team comes in. We can protect 
our land and save lives before 
anything happens. Instead of just 
having two guys trained we are all 
trained now,” said Lt John Thiede 
of the Romulus Fire Department 

Mark Hammond, instructor for 
the Michigan Firefighters Train¬ 
ing Council said, “There is a regu¬ 
lar need for hazardous material 
training. There are 2 to 3 events a 
month in Wayne County. The acci¬ 
dents range from larger scale to 
smaller scale. Some are severe, 
some aren’t It ranges from a 
lai^e tanker falling over to a drum 
falling off of a truck.” 


Hammond continued, “All 
Firefighters have to have haz¬ 
ardous materials training, but this 
was more advanced training than 
the average fire department 
would get Romulus is getting a 
little more than the average com¬ 
munity.” Hammond, who moni¬ 
tors all spills in Wayne County, 
added, “Romulus is more pre¬ 
pared than many other depart¬ 
ments.” 

“When it (the accident) gets too 
big, they need Hazmat Teams. 
There are Vi mile wide downwind 
evacuations sometimes, such as 
with chlorine spills. Local re¬ 
sources are overwhelmed with 
that The main thing that the fire 
department learns through the 
training is that they cannot handle 
it on their own. They need haz¬ 
ardous materials experts,” said 
Hammond

Public school shootings, bomb 
threats should be priority one 


It is trying times for public education. If 
the pressures of teaching students to score 
higher on their MEAPS and working within 
the framework of restricted budgets were 
not enough, now administrators and teach¬ 
ers must deal with the increasingly fre¬ 
quent occurrence of bomb threats. 

Van Buren Schools, like their next-door 
neighbor, Lincoln Schools, has had to deal 
with more than their fair share the past 
couple of weeks. In one week alone, Van 
Buren had five bomb threats called in from 
South Middle School and one from 
Belleville High School. 

Ironically, the Belleville High School 
threat was not called in by a disgruntled 
student, but allegedly instead, by teacher 
and Assistant Band Director Scott Rikkers. 

One can seemingly understand a stu¬ 
dent’s motive. Like in the case of the 12- 
year-old boy and 14-year-old girl that were 
arrested for the South Middle School bomb 
threats, the suspects, according to 
Belleville Police Chief Paul Davis, “just 
wanted to do it to harass the school and 
cause an inconvenience.” 

In fact one of the suspects was allegedly 
upset because they had been suspended 
for threatening a teacher. Now they will 
spend time in the Wayne County Youth 
Home where they will be preparing for a 
possible four-year sentence. 

Like I write, most of us can understand 
how misguided teens might think bomb 
threats could be a way to get even. Howev¬ 
er, very few of us can understand how a so- 


called re¬ 
sponsible 
adult could 
do the same. 

As you 
might expect, 
on the advice 
of his attor¬ 
ney, Rikkers 
is not talking. From information pieced to¬ 
gether by police, the threat was received 
by the high school’s answering machine at 
6:30 a.m. in the morning. A secretary re¬ 
trieving the previous night’s messages 
heard the harrowing threat and notified 
the principal. 

The call was traced to a cell phone al¬ 
legedly used by Rikkers’. Additionally, 
school employees think they recognized 
Rikkers’ voice on the answering machine. 
In any event, Rikkers was arrested, freed 
on $10,000 bond and placed on administra¬ 
tive leave pending a school district investi¬ 
gation. 

Hopefully a reasonable explanation will 
eventually prove Rikkers’ innocence. It is 
Just too bizarre to believe a teacher would 
commit such a crime. 

In the meantime, we as a society must 
find solutions to the current round of 
school shootings and bomb threats that 
now seem to be frequent occurrences at 
many schools. These distractions, extreme¬ 
ly serious in nature, must be priority num¬ 
ber one for all school boards. 



It’s not the meat, it’s the emotion 
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Across the country, politicians 
and candidates for public office 
spend millions of dollars on re¬ 
search and polling to determine 
what tactics and issues to use to 
persuade voters to support them. 

Invariably, the answer is to 
arouse emotions as the basis for 
opinions held by the voters. 

, It is an axiom in.p.olitical cir-, 
cles that it is extremely difficult to 
dissuade a person from a point of 
view that he has adopted on an 
emotional basis. Factual informa¬ 
tion rarely does the job unless it 
evokes an equal or stronger emo¬ 
tional reactioa 

This is partly the fault of the 
educational system. In the last 
several decades, school curricu¬ 
lum focuses more on value judg¬ 
ments on various issues than on 
presenting all the facts and letting 
the student arrive at his or her 
own conclusioa 

In order to analyze “facts” and 
arrive at a valid conclusion, a logi¬ 
cal thought process must be used. 
This can be taught, but seldom is. 
When this writer attended public 
high school (in Oregon) one se¬ 
mester of logic was a required 
course. Now days, logic is seldom 
found even as an elective at the 
college level. 

Consequently, politicians tend 



to present only the “facts” that will 
support their stand on selected is¬ 
sues. If there are no facts to stir 
the emotions in his favor, the 
politician will often manufacture 
them. One writer observed, “The 
problem is not what we know, but 
what we know that isn’t so.” 

When facts (that cannot be con¬ 
tradicted) are brought out by an¬ 
other, the typical response is to 
make personal attacks on the 
“messenger” to try to destroy his 
credibility. 

This tactic has been elevated to 
the status of an art in the nation’s 
capital, but is used at all levels by 
politicians. It has even been given 
a name, “The politics of personal 
destruction.” 

We have several examples of 
the above tactics in local politi¬ 
cians’ fight against a hazardous 
waste injection well in Romulus. 

One of the opponents’ themes 
in that there is no “need” for the 
well because alternative methods 


are not running at full capacity. 
What they didn’t tell us was the 
“alternatives” are dumping the 
waste into the water system in the 
Detroit River as opposed to seal¬ 
ing it 4,(X)0 feet below the water 
system, as the well would do. 

Another ploy was to dramatize 
problems of a facility in Texas that 
used an injection well claiming all 
kinds of genetic horrors caused by 
it (without any prooO. What they 
didn’t tell us was that it was the 
surface operation (fuel blending) 
that caus^ what problems the fa¬ 
cility did have, not the well itself 

They then claimed similar 
problems could be expected from 
the Romulus well. Again, they did¬ 
n’t tell us that the closest parallel 
to that Texas operation is Michi¬ 
gan Recovery, which for years has 
been processing and recycling sol¬ 
vents in a surface operation and 
then dumping wastes in the sewer. 

As a result of these (and other 
misleading arguments) the Romu¬ 
lus City Council has been intimi¬ 
dated into spending over $1 mil¬ 
lion dollars fighting a waste dis¬ 
posal method that arguably is 
more friendly to the environment 
than existing methods, and would 
lower costs to waste generators 
and ultimately to the public that 
buys their products.

New law makes state Big Daddy 


Are you fit to have a baby? 

In the past there was no way of 
knowing. You had a child, did your 
best and prayed. 

But.since March 7, Michigan’^ 
caring state government will end 
all doubts of parental fitness by 
declaring in advance if you will be 
a fit or unfit parent 

According to an April 2 article 
in the Detroit Free Press, “The 
Family Independent Agency will 
gather information on about 
144,(XX) newborns per year from 
the Department of Community 
Health and search for matches 
weekly against its own database of 
34,000 parents whose [parental] 
rights have been terminated.” 

So if you’re like Keri Webb, a 
deaf woman. Protective Services 
can follow you to the maternity 
ward and snatch your baby from 
you. 

In July 1992, Protective Ser¬ 
vices snatched (herald, Webb’s ba¬ 
by boy from her, two days after he 
was bom, on a complaint by Keri’s 
stepmother, Diane Knickei^cker. 

Protective Services found 
Knickerbocker a credible source. 
I can’t speak for you, but I would¬ 
n’t rely on a woman who had two 
of her own children taken away 
after she microwaved her pet dog 
and tried to shake-and-bake her 
pet cat But who am I to judge? 

Knickerbocker alleged that 
Gerald Webb, Keri’s deaf hus¬ 
band, had molested the couple’s 
daughter, Angie, when she was 
three. 

Before snatching Baby Gerald, 
Protective Services questioned 
the deaf couple about the allega¬ 
tion. 

Perhaps in a better world, Pro¬ 
tective Services would have com¬ 
plied with the Civil Rights Act or 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Act and brought an interpreter to 
signal the questions and answers 
in American Sign Language — 
and I’m sure social workers will 
do that in heaven. In this world, 
neither the social workers’ ques¬ 
tions nor the Webbs’ answers were 
translated to a language that a 
deaf person could be expected to 
understand. 

Too bad, because, accoixling to 
Keri’s lawyer, all Keri tried to say 
was: “We just want to take our ba¬ 
by home and be left alone.” 

Keri got neither wish. The baby 
was adopted out to another home 
and the Webbs weren’t left alone 
until they moved to Canada. 

Because Gerald was adopted 
out, the Webbs can’t get him back: 
social workers have good faith im¬ 
munity, the Webbs can’t sue them 
(thou^ they have tried). 

All they could do is move 
across the border 

With Michigan’s social workers 
recently empowered to snatch ba-

bies from the maternity ward and 
recently empowered to bring 
armed guards along, I expect that 
many Michiganders will follow 
the Webbs to Canada 

How, you may ask, did the 
state’s social workers obtain totali¬ 
tarian powers? 

By creating a crisis and de¬ 
manding permanent emergency 
powers to permanently fight the 
crisis. 

To justify delivery room snatch¬ 
es, the state conjured up a child 
abuse crisis. Don’t ask me what 
constitutes child abuse these days. 
Making kids do homework? Not 
buying them cell phones? — I 
don’t know. 

But I do know, from a Wall 
Street Journal article that I quot¬ 
ed in another column, that more 
children raised by the state or by 
state-assigned foster parents end 
up behind bars, on welfare, or on 
drugs than children raised by 
their parents. 

Besides being damned by num¬ 
bers, the government’s barbarity 
as a substitute parent was 
vouched for by Teresa Summers. 
In a story we ran last year, Teresa 
recounted the frequent sexual 
abuse she and her step-sisters ex- 
terienced in foster care.

FVeep. “We want to identify those 
parents who have been abusive in 
the past and try to head off any 
possible incidents of future 
abuse.” 

If eliminating the most child 
abuse is the goal, the logical step 
would be to return child-rearing 
to parents. Granted that a few par¬ 
ents will hurt their kids, almost all 
parents love their kids. As for the 
state, it loves power, not kids, and 
to put it gently, power and chil¬ 
dren’s welfare rarely complement 
each other 

One only has to spend time 
with home-schooled kids to see 
the superiority of parent-raised 
children to even state-influenced 
ones, a reminder of how things 
used to be in Eisenhower Ameri¬ 
ca A taste of how things are in a 
limited-government country like 
Switzerland. 

But these comments are only 
my thoughts and questions. If you 
don’t like them, the state of Michi¬ 
gan has a question you might like 
better: “Are you fit to have a ba¬ 
by?”

Moshimer 
retires 

A coaching era has come to 
an end. 

Plymouth-Salem’s legendary 
football coach Tom Moshimer, 
who has coached football for 42 
years, 34 of those at Salem, has 
decided to retire. After 200 vic¬ 
tories, a state championship, 
several divisional champi¬ 
onships, Moshimer said “it’s 
time to call it quits.’’ 

At 9 a.m., March 27, 2001, 
coach Moshimer officially re¬ 
tired. 

“It’s a tough decision, but it is 
a decision that had to be made,” 
said Moshimer during a tele¬ 
phone interview Sunday night 
“I have had a great time. Met 
some great people. Coached 
some outstanding kids, but I do 
want to spend more time with 
my family and loved ones, so I 
have decided to retire.” 

Tom Moshimer is first and 
only football coach in the history 
of Plymouth-Salem High School. 

“We’ll miss him as a friend 
and as a coaching adversary,” 
said Glenn’s Chuck Gordon. “It 
will be strange looking across 
the field and not seeing Tom 
standing there when our two 
teams meet 

“But, I guess there comes a 
time when we all have to say 
it’s time.’” 

During his tenure as coach, 
Moshimer has produced such 


standouts as Ron Egloff, who 
went on to star at the University 
of Wisconsin and later played 
for the Denver Broncos; Bob 
Thornbladh, who had an out¬ 
standing collegiate career dur¬ 
ing the late 1960’s at the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan, and a success¬ 
ful pro career with the Kansas 
City Chiefs, and Tony Vitale, of 
Central Michigan fame who 
played for Arizona and Green 
Bay. 

Moshimer said he was proud 
of the kids and equally proud of 
his coaching staff that “stuck 
with me through the best and 
worst of times.”

Ex-baseball coach says he deserved better from district

When you pour your heart and 
soul into your work, you believe 
that you should be given an oppor¬ 
tunity to complete the job you 
were hired to do. 

But, Johnny Graham wasn’t 

In fact, Graham’s contract as 
varsity baseball coach at Inkster 
High was not renewed this year. 
He was abruptly dismissed from 
his love of coaching, and he’s frus¬ 
trated. 

“First, let me make it clear that 
I respect the decision by the ad¬ 


ministration not to rehire me,” 
said Graham, during a personal 
interview. “I just want it to be 
known that I put in a lot of work - 
hard work - with these kids and I 
believe that I deserved better than 
what I got 

“I am disappointed, and this is¬ 
n’t a sour grapes kind of statement 
because when a person, whoever 
he or she is, does their job, and 
there is no reason to fire him, then 
he shouldn’t be fired.” 

Graham said that he was ex¬ 


tended an opportunity to work 
with the incoming coach, Jerome 
Orr, but he turned down the offer 
Graham said that the baseball 
program at Inkster High School 
was in shambles when he took 
over two years ago. The varsity 
squad lacked the numbers to put a 
complete team on the field. He 
said that because of other commit¬ 
ments, ‘there were only six to sev¬ 
en players showing up for practice 
and subsequently games had to be 
foifeited or canceled. 


“I put in a lot of hard work last 
year to get the program up and 
running,” Graham added. “I was 
asked to put a squad on the ball 
field for six games more than what 
they did the two previous sea¬ 
sons.” 

Graham pointed out that 
Inkster High has a rich history of 
producing excellent ball players. 
Some of Inkster’s sons, such as 
Leon Wagner, went on to earn 
recognition as professional ball 
players. Wagner played for the 


Cleveland Indians. 

Others notables such as Pre¬ 
ston James returned to Inkster 
High to coach and teach, while 
others played semi-pro or pro ball, 
ball players such as Richard Baily 
Pete Coleman, Oliver Gaston, 
Mark Ballard, Cyrus Timmons 
and Ron Ford who had remark¬ 
able careers.
